Riskin of New York, jewelry sales- 
men and robbed them of $480,000 in 
cut jewels, which they were carrying 
in their luggage. 


WORKED QUIETLY 


So quiet and methodical was their 


work that others on the pullman were 
unaware of the robbery until 
the 


train neared Mattoon. • 111., 70 miles 
further south. Then Davidson, freed 
himself, Riskin and Morris Minsky 
and the alarm was given. 


The bandits entered the

room of. the three Jewelry men 20 
minutes out of Champaign, and be- 
fore the train arrived bound the trio. 
rifled their stock cases and bolted the 
door. 


In Loda, four miles away however. 


an overheated motor balked and the 
trio, who had threatened the driver 
only when challenged in 
Paxton. 


foresook the automobile and disap- 
peared up the deserted road toward 
Chicago afoot. 


Posses were quickly organized and 


the entire countryside joined in the 
search.

Public opinion has not been satisfied as to 
Judge Caverly's motives in the case. 
It 


will be less satisfied now. 


When this , offensive miscarriage of 


justice was perpetrated it was freely pre- 
dicted that these nmrderers would serve 
only a few yean in prison and be released. 
We think the prospect is decidedly in fav- 
or of them. Money can apparently pur- 
chase anything in states and cities where 
politics is so corrupt as in Chicago and Il- 
linois. 
As soon as it is possible to" lib- 


erate Loeb and Leopold without too vio- 
lent a reaction of popular disfavor, a poli- 
tician will be found who can do the job 
at the right price, and the price, of course, 
will be forthcoming. 
This is a mild 


statement of the political situation in 
Illinois and Chicago today. 
It is little 


wonder that they are incompetent to deal 
with crime, or that no real effort is made 
to stamp out crime.

For some time we have been, hearing 


all sorts of theories concerning the •won- 
derful benefits that would result from 
farm relief legislation-.

cooperative marketing. If one half of the 
energy that is being spent in trying to put 
through remedial legislation were put in 
organizing the proper mutual vehicle 
whereby production could be adequately 
controlled, there would be no problem 
today.

It is the only sensible thing to do.

everything little reck the sins of omission, which 
are committed by these same pet specialists. People 
who imagine a physician is a better trained or bet- 
ter educated or more skilled physician because he 
purports to be a specialist, need a guardian to 
watch over them. 
It is no figure of speech, no exaggeration, to saj 


that in certain communities where so called school 
medical inspection is m practice, children are some- 
times rushed to the operating: room on the mere 
suspicion of a nurse or worse, the whim of a teacn- 
or and without any proper examination or diag- 
nosis by a physician. It Is a shock-ing feet, at least 
I find it so.* that the wholesale operatopn his clin- 
ic sometimes has his first sight of the) patient aft- 
er the patient is anesthetized for the operation. 
This might be perfectly proper and right, if tne 
diagnosis of the enlarged tonsils or the 
enlarged 


adenoids had been made by. a qualified physician. 
It is not all right when the diagnosis has. been 
made by a nurse or a teacher. 
It is not quite so shocking, perhaps, though de- 


plorable enouch. that nurses employed in commu- 
nities where so called school medical Inspection is 
in vogue are encouraged to attempt the diagnosis 
of 
"adenoids." and in some 
instances 
nurses 


actually send parents notices that children have 
"adenoids" and should be operated upon. This is 
a disgrace not so much to the health authorities, 
who are generally politically handicapped, or to 
the school authorities who are not competent to 
comprehend the malpractice involved, but particu- 
larly to the medical profession of the community 
where this shameful practice is permitted. 


Even the trained physician Is not warranted in 


making a diagnosis of adenoid enlargement or of 
obstruction to breathing from thickening or hy- 
pertrophy of the adenoid body until he has either 
felt the "adenoid enlargement -with his finger or 
seen it with his eye. It is the veriest guesswork, 
and most frequently a mistake, to deduce from a 
blank or dull expression or from obvious 
mouth 


breathing that a child has "adenoids." It is mal- 
practice to subject a child to an anesthetic and op- 
eration for "adenoids" if the physician has not 
seen or felt the enlarged adenoid mass. It is un- 
fair to a child to jump to any conclusion as to the 
nature of an apparent nasal obstruction or 
the 


cause of mouth breathing without- a proper and 
careful examination of the throat cavity and the 
nasal cavities having been made. This is strictly a 
physician's work and by no stretch of the truth 
can' the politician or the grafter on public funds 
warrant or>xcuse the" deputizing of such work to 
fiurses-or,. teachers.
